ruary 19th, and which on Good Fri- | 
day evening at 6:30 o’clock adjourn- | 
ed on the motion of Premier Green- | 
field to June 15th, “or a date sooner | 
or later as the Lieutenant Governor 
in Council may declare.” 

Fifty-six public and nine private 
bills were assented to by Lieutenant- | 
Governor Brett, who was not called 
upon to prorogue the house as is the | 
usual custom with a valedictory 
message. 

The adjournment came about with 
the utmost harmony, the members 
flocking into the clerk’s office immed- 
iately after to draw the $1,900 checks 
which were issued to each, the other | 
$100 of the sessional indemnity to be 
paid after the prorogation of the as- 
sembly at the end of the next sitting 
whenever it may be. A_ bill author- 
izing such a payment was one of the 
last measures to pass the house, 

Opposition members strove persis- | 
tently to get some assurance from 
the government as to the likelihood | 
of the concluding portion of the ses-| 
sion being opened on June 15th, but | 
Premier Greenleld as tenaciously de- 
clared he was unable to say whether 
it would be necessary to meet ear- 
lier or later than that date. It would 
all depend on developments as to the 
northern railway and the — transfer 
of the natural resources. 

The premier likewise refused to 
make any promise as to whether or 
not the government expected a re- 
port from the committee on redistri- 
bution at the sitting of the house. 
He claimed it was entirely a matter 
for the committee itself to decide.

Amend- 
ments to the Public Utilities Act 
passed Friday will enable Anderson 
to obtain restitution of his farm, the 
purchaser to receive 10 per cent. on | 
his investment. The amendment will 
take care of similar cases under the 
1919 Tax Recovery Act, the Board 
of Utility Commissioners to be em- 
powered to deal with such 
plaints, providing that within 
year of the last date of redemption 
of such land the circumstances were 
made known to the authorities.

NO ELECTION IN ALBERTA 
THIS YEAR 

Farmer members of the legisla- 
ture openly scout the contention of 
Liberals that there will be a provin- 
cial election this year. 

Government forces at the opening 
of the session decided in caucus 
against an election this year. Later 
in the session the feeling somewhat 
changed, but with the termination of 
the assembly program the convie- 
tion was stronger than ever that an 
election before 1926 would be in- 
advisable. 


Apparently there will be no meet- 
ing of the house until August 
though adjournment was made until 
June 15, Probably a couple of weeks 
will be devoted to clearing up such 
matters as the government may 
have ready for the final part of the 
session, then the farmers will be re- 
leased until some time in February, 
19 when the last session of the 
present legislature will be held, the 
forecast being that the government 
will go to the country in June next 
year.

A HELPFUL MAP OF 


ALBERTA 

It is surprising the amount of in- 
formation that can be conveyed by 
a map, and that, too, in a few mom- 
e What would take hours of 
reading to obtain from.a book can 
be secured from a good map in a 
glance or two. T faculty of maps 
for imparting information readily 
and quickly cannot perhaps be better 
illustrated than in a new map just 


issued for free distribution by the 
Department of the Interior at Ot- 
tawa under the direction of Hon. 
Charles Stewart, the Minister. It is 


called “The Land Map of Southern 
Alberta” although the word “south- 
ern” in the title is in need of some 
explanation, Alberta is larger than 
is commonly thought, the tendency 
being to leave out of consideration 
the less known northern half. This 
map portrays the province from the 
United States boundary to about 200 
miles north of Edmonton, 

The map is commonly called the 
Land Map of Southern Alberta be- 
cause it conveys principally informa- 
tion about the fertile lands of that 


province. The scale to which it is 
drawn is 12% miles to the inch.

PLUMS FOR CANADA 


“Comparatively few people get 
good plums to cat, especially in the 
fresh condition, and the export trade 
in plums, whatever it may be in the 
future, is practically nothing at the 
present time, “writes W. T. Macoun, 
Dominion Horticulturiest. “The plum 
has not been as profitable to grow 
in Canada some other fruits,” 
continues Mr. Macoun, “but with a 
careful selection of varieties and 
rood care it will be found to give 
fairly good returns. In those parts 
of Canada where the European 
plums do not succeed, the improved 
native and American varieties have 
been found very profitable.”

Effect of Wall Color On Lighting 

Of Rooms 

“Few householders realize the 
effect that the color of a wall or of 
the wallpaper has on the lighting of 
a room,” said Prof, L. J. Smith of 
the agricultural engineering depart- 
ment of the State College of Wash- 
ington in a recent radio talk over 
KFAE. 

“One often enters a room in the 
evening and finds the rooms dark 
and gloomy, yet the lights in the 
room may seem amply large — for 
good illumination. Any wall color 
absorbs a certain amount of light; 
even a white wall does not reflect all 
the light back into the room, though 
it does so to a larger extent than 
any color that can be used. The fol- 
lowing table gives the percent of 
light absorbed by different colors 
and kinds of wood: 

“White, absorbs 30°, of the light; 
chrome yellow 88%; orange 50%; 


clean pine wood 55%; yellow paper 
60/7; clean yellow paint 60°75 light 
pink 


paper 64%; dirty pine wood 
; dirty yellow paint 80°; em- 
d green paper 827; dark brown 
paper 87%; vermillion paper 887; 
blue-green paper 88°; cobalt-green 
paper 887; deep chocalate paper 
96°%. 

“Sometimes rough plastered walls 
are painted with dark colors or reg- 


ular oil paint. These walls, of 
course, would absorb most of the 
light. Different absorbtion can, 


rowever, be prevented to quite an 
extent by varnishing over the dull 
painted surface. The shiny varnish 
acts as a reflector and helps throw 
back some of the light.”

ALBERTA LEGISLATURE 
CIDES LETHBRIDGE GAS 
AGREEMENT IS MERELY 
SCRAP OF PAPER 


Edmonton, April 9—Dr. J. 8, 
Stewart lost his fight in the legis- 
lature Wednesday night to have the 


, Public Utilities Act amended to pre- 


vent the board breaking contracts, 
as was done in the City of Leth- 
bridge, but the battle which the 
brigadier-general put up in defense 
of his home town's rights will long 
be remembered by present members 
of the house, 

The division against the resolu 
tion was 28 to 19, after a dramatic 
finale in which Dr. Stewart assailed 
with rapier-like logic the arguments 
presented by Attorney-General 
Brownlee in opposition to the resolu 
tion during the afternoon. The 
attorney-veneral had brought to 
bear all the eloquence and ability at 
his command in his vigorous defence 
of the Utilities Act and the decision 
of the Board in the Lethbridge case. 

Dr. Stewart surpassed even the 
attorney-general in the warmth of 
his appeal, basing his demand for a 
restoration of the gas agreement in 
Lethbridge on the rights of the 
people to have a sacred contract ob- 
served and their claim for justice at

Members Disturbed 

The house was visibly disturbed 
over the issue, the division cutting 
across every sectional line in the 
assembly. The government forces 
were divided, as were all the other 
xroups, Hon, George Hoadley again 
pitting himself against the attorney- 
general and supporting the resolu 
tion with great earnestness. The 
passionate appeal of Dr. Stewart at 
the close of the debate roused inter- 
est to a high pitch. At the outset 
of the debate it was made clear by 
both Dr. Stewart and  Attorney- 
General Brownlee that the motion 
was entirely outside the realm of 
party considerations, and the stand 
taken by the house was in accord 
ance with this declaration. Dr. 
Stewart undoubtedly had sympathy 
overwhelmingly on his side, but 
members opposing the resolution 
held the view that they could not 
tamper with the principle behind 
the Utilities Act.

Dr. Stewart charged at night that 
the attorney-general on March 9th, 
1923, stated to the legislature that it 
would be “difficult to frame a clause 
which would meet all cases, and 
that there was particular objection 
to allowing the board to interven:

tracts.” ;

“Rights of Investors” 

Regarding protection of “estab. 
lished rights of investors” as ad- 
vanced by Messrs. Mitchell and 
Marshall, Dr. Stewart reflected that 
the citizens of Lethbridge had the 
largest established rights under 
their agreement with the gas com 
pany. Bond buyers of the gas com 
pany knew well of the chequered 
career of litigation which had fol- 
lowed the company and their in 
vestment was “speculative” in full 
knowledge of the facts. He conelud 
ed with a passionate reference to the 
men who had fought and died over 
seas to preserve the sanctity of 
agreements, at the very time — the 
legislature of Alberta was passing 
laws to enable agreements to — be 
broken.

A Calgarian For It 

Fred White, Calgary, disputed 
with the attorney-general that — the 
board has based their calculations as 
to rates on a sound valuation of th: 
company’s professed investment 
this being $7,000,000 when it was 
well known that the company, at a 
very generous computation, did not 
have more than $5,100,000 invested 
He was convinced that an advancr 
in rates would not have been nec- 
essary if the company had observed 
the same interest in the consumers 
that they did in attempting to make 
profits for the shareholders. 

Pearson Supports Motion 

Robert Pearson, Calgary, in the 
midst of his argument in support of 
the resolution, held that if the 
policy advocated by the attorney- 
general were adopted by the House 
then no contracts for the supply of 
public services would be binding in 
the future, the Utilities Board would 
lave power to fix and alter any 
rates, and against their decision 
there would be no appeal. “We 
would simply drift into a state ot 
government by commission” he re 
marked, As for the discrimination 
arguments advanced by the attorney 
general, Mr. Pearson held that t 
make the southern centres much 
nearer the source of supply pay the 
same rate as did Calgary was the 
real descrimination. 

Hoadley Backs Stewart 

Hon. George Hoadley, again founc 
himself opposed to his seatmate, the 
attorney-general, to whom he re 
ferred as his ‘very dear friend,” and 
whom he would not attempt to 
criticize from a legal standpoint, 
but on the question of principle, he 
most emphatically declared an in- 
justice had been done the towns of 
the South in allowing the gas agree- 
ment to be upset by the Utilities 
3oard In this respect, the legis- 
lature was to blame for setting up 
unsound principles. He recalled 
when as counsillor of the town of 
Okotoks the gas company, then ask- 
ing for an agreement, definitely 
promised that the rates would never 
exceed $5 cents and guaranteed 
legislation to make this rate binding 
for 15 years.

High Federal Taxes 
Commissioner R. J. Dinning of the 
Liquor Contro] Board showed that 
the Dominion government last year 
derived from the Alberta beer traffic 
$575,000 in taxes and duties, while 


\the province obtained a profit of only 


292,000. 

“It looks like we are operating the 
act for the Dominion government,” 
commented Dr, J. 8, Stewart, when 
it was further stated that the entire 
revenue to the federal government 
from al! liquor sales in the province 
last year was $1,377,741. 

Commissioner Dinning corrected 
his statement of some days ago that 
nearly $7,000,000 had been spent fox 
beer in Alberta last year. He esti 
mated now that, for all liquor, about 
$8,000,000 was expended in the eight 
months of 1925, the beer purchases 
amounting to between $5,500,000 and 
$6,000,000, 

What Beer Costs 

Emil Sick of the big Lethbridge 
brewery gave information regard 
ing his plant with the utmost candor, 
quoting figures to show that 25 per 
cent, of the revenue from bottled 
beer went in taxes to the govern- 
ments, and 87 per cent. in the case 
of draught beer. He paid last year 
218,851 federal tax and $94,8895 in
